Rbmabks 


During the week ending the 30th November, 1 940 in British 
Indjia and in the Indian States shown in this statement, the 
total number of deaths recorded in 229 towns having a popula- 
tion of 30,000 and over was 9,892. The mid-year estimated 
population of these towns was 20,236,408 and the death rate 
was 19-6 per thousand of the population. Births in the same 
towns numbered 19,125 giving a birth rate of 37 '9 per thou- 
sand of the population. In British India alone the corres- 
ponding birth and death rates were 37 -8 and 19 9 per thou- 
sand of the population respectively. 


(A) British India.— The following towns in British India, 
returned a death rate of 60 or over per thousand of the popu- 
lation. 


Falam Cottah (57 -4) and Benares (54-0). 

The high death rate in Benares was mainly due to deaths 
from fevers. In palameottah none of the specific eauses of 
deftth seem to be responsible for its high death rate. 


In 207 towns in British India there wore 23 deaths from 
cholera, 18 deaths from smallpox and 5 deaths from plague. 
Of the deaths from cholera Krishnagar recorded 5; Bhagalpur 
4; Patna, Arrah and Janmlpur 3 each ; Calcutta 2 ; Muzaffar- 
pur, Cuttack and Howrah one each. Of the deaths from 
smallpox Ajmorr ecorded4; Lahore, Calcutta, and Jtibbul- 
pore 2 each ; Sargodba, Lvnllpur, Chiniot, Bhagalpur, Nabad- 
wip, Surat, Satara and Sukkur one each. Of the deaths from 
plague Sholapur recorded 2 ; Pandharpur, Bijapur and Coim- 
batore, one each. 

(B) Indian States . — Amongst the Indian States shown in 
tb is statement there was no town which had a high death rate 
of 50 or over per thousand of the population. 

In 22 towns of the Indian States there were 2 deaths from 
smallpox of which one was recorded in Baroda oitv and the 
other in Alleppey and one death from plague was recorded in 
Mysore city.

India and in the Tndian States shown in this statement, 
the total number of deaths recorded in 228 towns having 
a { opulation of 30.0 0 and over was 9,222. The mid-year 
estimated population of these towns was 26,333,171 and the 
death rate was 18-2 per thousand of ttie population. Births in 
the same towns numbered 15,405 giving a birth rate of 80-5 
per thousand of the population. In British India alone 
the corresponding birth and death rates were 30-4 and 18‘4 
per thousand of the population respectively. 

(A) British India . — The following towns in British India 
returned a death rate of 50 or over per thousand of 
the population. 

Nabadwip (04-9) and Shika pur (53*5) . 

The high death rate in Nabadwip was mainly due to deaths 
from fever and cholera.

In 207 towns of the British India, there were 38 deaths 
from cholera, 23 deaths from smallpox and 9 deaths from 
plague. Of the deaths from cholera Nabadwip reoo'dod 13; Bha- 
galpur 9 ; Outtaok, Howrah and Calontta 4 each ; Ohamp- 
dani 2 ; Chapra and Muzaffarpur one each. Of the deaths from, 
smallpox Calcutta recorded 9 ; Delhi City 3 Bhagalpm- and 
Ajmer 2 each; Ambala, Lahore, Gujranwala, Chinio , Jamsh- 
edpur, Belgaum and Satara one eaoh. Of the dea ths from plague 
Benares, Paodharpur and Coimbatore recorded 2 eaoh ; Cawn- 
po.re, Poona and Bijapur one eaoh. 

(B) Indian States . — Amongst the Indian States shown 
in this statement there was no town whioh had a high death 
rate of 50 or over per thousand of the population. 

Tn 21 1 owns of the Indian States there were 2 deaths 
from smallpox of whioh Triohur reoorded one and Baroda City 
the other. Cholera and plague were absent during the week.
